5, On 12 May 140 Chinese Communist submarine trainees left Yulin enroute to 
the North by train and led by WEI Ssuenin, who was going to Peiping to 
report on the death of the Soviet officer. The training period at 
Yulin was shortened six weoks by this incident, 
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
